KANDALASKA, Russian Lapland, 
July 30, (Associated Jress.)—The allied 
embassies, which recently left Vologda 
for Archangel, were not permitted to 
remain in Archangel and have arrived 
in Kandalaska. 

' The embassies. left Vologda July 25 in 
response to a message of M. Tchitcherin, 
Boishevist. Foreign Minister, declaring 
oe. they were in rere danger, and 
—— for the, xt . He ‘urged 
the perenne Saba to — but 
the Atnbéeséadors decided to proceed to 
Archangel, where they expected to com- 
municate with their Governments. 

_At Archangel, the Soviet, acting under 
“orders from Moscow, refused to permit 
the foreign representatives to remain, 
but placed two small Russian ships at 
eheit disposal, and aboard these they 
left July 28, escorted by a Russian 
trawler, on an uneventful voyage across 
the White Sea. 

On the night they were leaving Arch- 
angel it was reported that the Moscow 
Government ‘had ordered that the sail- 
ing of the Ambassadors be prevented. 


LONDON, July 30.—A Russian wire- 
less communication received here to- 
night says that M. Tchitcherin, the Bol- 

- shevist Foreign Minister, has sent the 
following message to M. Joffe, Bolshe- 
vist Ambassador to Germany: 

“The American Consul General, Mr. 
Poole, who is charged with the mission 
of. maintaining diplomatic relations with 
‘tthe Council’s Government at Moscow, 
visited the Commissary of Foreign Af- 
fairs and declared in the name of the 
British diplomatic representative and 
, the Congul Generals of France, Italy, 
"and Japan that they approved the dec- 
laration previously made by Mr. Poole 
to the Commissary, which essentially 
follows: 

An conformity with ‘the personal 
opinion of the allied Consuls there is no 
reason to believe the situation in gen- 

. eral outlines is changed by the depart- 
ure of the Ambassadors to Vologda. 
The representatives of the aforesaid 
powers éxpect to remain in Moscow as 
long as circumstances permit them to 
do so, and they are permitted to use

Reds Dominated by Germany.

WASHINGTON, July 30.—Washington 
observers of events in Russia are being 
forced to the conclusion that the Bol- 
shevist Government, acting in accord- 
ance with the wishes of Germany, is 
seeking to bring about war between the 
’ allied Governments and the so-called 
Government of Russia. Further evi- 
Gence of this German-directed effort 
was afforded tonight by the news con- 
tained in a press dispatch from Kan- 
Galaska, Russian Lapland, 
allied embassies, which had been forced 
to leave Vologda by the Bolsheviki and 
had gone to Archangel, the White Sea 
_sport, were obliged by the Archangel 
Soviet to leave that place, and this ac- 
counted for their presence in da- 


laska.

Ar service nmas come to be of par 
vast importance that it justifies the 
creation of a new Cabinet position,’’ 
he said. ‘‘Some oné man should have 
plenary powers, and should be sur- 
rounded by_a staff of the most skilled 
aeronautical engineers, great practical 
fliers, and experts on manufacturing.”’ 

The néed for central control of air ac- 
tivity and production has been empha- 
sized before. Several-bills to this effect 
were introduced last year. Senator Mor- 
ris Sheppard of Texas was one of the 
prime movers for such a plan. . Senti- 
ment is increasing that instead of the 
army and navy having separate aero- 
nautical departments they should be 
placed under one authority. It is felt 
that. with responsibility for aircraft 
placed upon one man or one board there 


would be ‘no difficulty or competition in, 


obtaining necessary material, and many 
of the delays and criticisms which have 
developed heretofore would be obviated. 


Pershing Calls for De Havilands. 


The latest of these criticisms: centres 
about the de Havila}d‘ airplane, which 
has been accused of “ falling. down.”’ 
Secretary Baker was asked today about 
these charges, and replied: 

“There are probably no perfect air- 
planes. Improvement in the best of 
them is constant and rapid, both ag to 
types and succeeding numbers of the 
same type. This is true of the’de Havi- 
land and all others. 

‘The latest machines made of that 
type are better than the earlier ones, 
and. this improvement we hope will be 
constant. General Pershing has _ re- 
quested a large shipment of de Havi- 
land airplanes (de Haviland 4) of the 
present type on the priority schedule 
for August. 

“The purpose of this is to set at rest 
the’. statement which. was made from 
some quarter that General Pershing had 
directed that no more de Havilands be 
shipped, because he has asked for a 
very large shipment of the present 
type.” 

Senator Reed and Senator New of In- 
diana, of the Aviation Sub-Committee, 
heard officers testify today behin@closed 
doors on the. perfofmancé of the de 
Haviland at the Dayton Field. Captain 
Muhlenberg, _Captain. Schroeder, and 
Lieutenant Foote, al] skilled fliers, told 
of the advantages and disadvantages of 
the machine. Committee members re- 
fused to comment on the testimony. It 
was said, by_a man entirely conversant 
with the situation, that some of the 
newspaper statements regarding the de 
Haviland were ‘‘ mere conjécture.”

It was hoped in 
Germany. that once Czernin resigned no 
more would be neard-of the. ** Austro- 
Polish” solution of the Polish question, 
and thus Austria was permitted to an- 
nex important Rumanian lands under 
the. pretext of the “safety. of her 
frontiers.” 

It appears from an inspired article. by 
Emil Zimmermann in yesterday’s Berlin 
Lokal-Anzeiger that Baron Burian is 
just as anxious as Czernin was about 


the Austro-Polish solution, over which 
Austria seems likely to remain most ob- 
durate. 

No peaceful solution ‘is in sight regard- 

ing the Turkish-Bulgarian Dobrudja and 
Adrianople difficulties. The feeling ‘is 
rising. high in both Sofia and Constan- 
tinople.. The Turks dre accusing the 
Bulgarians as being ‘‘ the Germans of 
the Balkans,’ while the Bulgarians are 
saying equajly hasty things about the 
Turks. 
- Zimmermann urges the Central Pow- 
ers not to fight among themselves dur- 
ing the war, for otherwise ‘what they 
have so far managed to gain will -prob- 
ably be lost.’ 


Turks Take Free Rein in Caucasus. 

AMSTERDAM, July 30.—Turkey is go- 
ing to handle the situation. in. the 
Caucasus according to her own ideas. 
This is indicated in ja telegram from 
Constantinpole dated July 28. which 
quotes an article in the newspaper 
Nasfiri Ekfiar presenting the Turkish 
viewpoint. 

‘We have nothing to say against 
the principles laid down in thg Brest- 
Lifovsk treaty,’ says the article, ‘ but 
when the Caucasus, newly reorganized, 
turned toward us and, master of its own 
destinies, refused tq be bound by the 
treaty, what was more natural for us 
than to take into consideration the 
necessities of this new. situation created 
on our important eastern.front? Could 
we close our ears to the appeal of the 
Government of a people jargely of the 
game race and ‘same creed as. our- 
selves? 

.“ We are aware of the action, and its 
present. progress, to place’ under Ger- 
man control Tiflis and Baku. That ‘is 
a logical consequence of the application 
of the Brest-Litovsk treaty. ‘How could 
this treaty be taken into ‘consideration 
in the affairs of the Caucasus, seeing 
that the Bolshevist Government has not 
even been able to return to us, in ac- 
cordance with the treaty, our eastern 
frontier, and that in the Caucasus in- 
fluences entirely independent’ of the 
Bolshevist Government have arisen! "’ 


This reported attitude on the part of 
Turkey may account in part for the re- 
port: received through Copenhagen that 
Turkey and Germany had severed rela- 
tions, 

Early , this month. it was reported 
through Washington that Germany was 
heeoming alarmed over the aggressive 
territorial tendencies of her allies, es- 
pecially Turkey. Several weeks earlier 
it had been reported that Germany had 
ordered Turkey to stop her advance in 
the Eastern Caucasus. 

Almost simultaneously announcement 
came from Berlin that German troops 
had been ltanded.at Poti, on the Black 
Sea coast, an important point on the 
railroad running through Tiflis to Baku.

LONDON, July $0.—Sir Eric Geddes, 
First Lord of the British Admiralty,

The. First Lord compared the situa- 
tion today regarding tonnage with, that 
of a year ago. Then the net loss in 
tonnage, he said, was 550,000 gross 
tons. Submarines then were not be⸗ 
ing destroyed as fast as, the Germans 
were building them, while the’merchant 
shipyards were short of men “and ma- 
terial. Four hundred thousand tons not 
loss monthly. was the British deficit. 
Every: yard that could take naval work 
had been put on naval building. 

Gradually during the last yea, Sir 
Eric continued,.the position had changed 
in many directions. Instead of losing 
tonnage, the world’s net result in the 
last quarter had been a gain, roughly, of 
100,000 tons a month. The allied and 
neutral world was’ as well off: on June 
80 as.on Jan. 1, 1918.: This result, he 
declared, had been obtained by reduced 
sinkings and ‘increased buildings. 

The reduced ‘sinkings had been ar- 
rived at, said the First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, by a greater productive effort 
devoted.to warships and small craft of 
an anti-submarine character. Nothing 
commandecred or acquired tonnage was 
included in this result, 

‘* The total increase. in labor last. year 


tinued, ‘‘ was 35,000 men, The original 
demand of'.a year ago was for 30, 
000 -additional workers; -part of” them 
skilled® Owing to events on the western 
front. and the great demands for tech- 
nical men for the air force and the army, 
it was impossible to obtain the proper 
quote. of «skilled. men. by -their -with- 
drawal from.the army.

Bitter Battle at Seringes. 


Almost the same story tells the 
fighting yesterday for Seringes, 
only. the battle was not so fierce and 
the village changed hands five times 
instead of nine.

STILL LONG DELAYED |=: 


War Department Takes Over 
Army Post Office, but Lacks. 
Trained Personnel. 


| PROMISES A REMEDY SOON 


Officers Say Army Moves So Fist 
Abroad it Is Difficult to Keep 
Track of the Unite. 


While an organization is béing rapidly 
enlarged by the War Department to 
handle mail to ahd from soldiers in 
France, complaints of the delay and 
disappearance of mall going both ways 
have been recently on the incréase, ac- 
cording to information which Was ¢or- 
roborated yesterday by army officers. 

Recently the War Department, which 
on June 15 took over the handling of 
soldiers’ mail from the Post Office Dé- 
partment, has beeh taking postal clerks 
and others experienced in hardling 
mail, who have enlisted or been draft- 
ed, and sending them to serve in thé 
army post officé, but the building up of 
a trained personnel to handle mail has 
not progressed far enoug-. to overcomé 
the difficulties. Army officers who até 
directing the mailing’ sérvice near this 
city asserted yesterday, however, that 
the faults in the army mail service 
would be rapidly done away with un- 
dér the plans now being put into effect 
a the War Departifent.

ARMY HAS NEW LIGHT 
TO GUIDE AIR RAIDERS 


Flare Suspended by Parachute 
Sheds a Glare Equal to 150 Are 
Lamps on Objects Below.

WASHINGTON, July 80.—Major Gen. 
C. O. Williams, the army Chief of 
Ordnance, authorized the announcement 
today that an airplane flare, with a 
brilliancy equaling that of 4,000 candles, 
has beén perfected. 

“‘When hanging from its parachute 
over a Gefman munition plant,’’ said 
Genéral Williams, “it lights up an area 
80 brightly that an airman, thousands 
of feet in the air, can sélect any buijld- 
ing he is directed to make a target for 
his aerial bomb, and, it may be added, 
Ameriéan aviators aré becoming so éx- 
pert in bombing that théy can usually 
hit the target at which they shoot. 

“In evéry Huropean city within the 
zoné of aéfial raiding operations, the 
rule is rigidly enforéed against the 
burning of lights in any building that 
might possibly be used as a target. 
Therefore, the airman must be able to 
supply his own means of locating the 
object of this attack,

TURKISHENVOY ATBERLIN DIES 


Hakky Pasha Opposed His Coun- 
try’s Entry Into the War. 


AMSTERDAM, ‘July . 30. — Hakky 
Pasha, Turkish Ambassador to Ger- 
many, died. last night in Berlin aftyr a 
short illness,. a Berlin dispatch an- 
nounces ‘today. 


Hakky Pasha was appointed Ambas- 
sador to Germany in 1915. According to 
Salih “Bey Jorgouagi, former President 
of the Ottoman Official News Agency, 
who is now in New York, and who was 
intimately acquainted with him, the 
Ambassador went: to Germany after he 
had strongly opposed the participation 
of Turkey in the war against the Allies. 

‘* Despite that fact, Hakky Pasha was 
@ man of strong German sympathies,” 
said Mr. Jorgouagi yesterday. ‘‘ While 
he opposed the participation of Turkey 
in the war, he did believe it was to. 
Turkey’s political interest, in view of 
the verpetual Russian menace before the 
war, to maintain a decided leaning to- 
ward the German balance of power. He 
was a scholar and in many ways one of 
the most enlightened personalities in 
Turkish public Jife.

HEARS OF TURKISH RANCOR. 


Washington Would Not Be Surprised | w 
at Break with Berlin. 


WASHINGTON, July 30.—No official 
advices regarding the reported break in 
relations between Turkey and Germany 
have reached Washington, but the Gov- 
ernment would not be surprised if Tur- 
key has been driven to an open rupture, 
as there is a well-founded background 
for the report. 

It has been known for some months 
that a deep and growing feeling pf dis- 
satisfaction has existed in Turk over 
the treatment of that country y the 
Germans. Reports that a Turkish mis- 
sion recently had'been trying in Switzer- 
land to cultivate friendship with some of 
the allied Governments .have been re- 
ceived here. It would be natural, of- 
ficlals said, for the Turkish Government 
to endeavor to find some new friends 
among the powers before breaking with 
its old associates. 

When the present Sultan came to the 
throne in Constantinople a few weeks 
ago some very strong anti-Germans 
came into power. It has been a ques- 
tion whether these’ men were in a posi- 
tion strong enough to defy ae Tectonic 
powers openly. 

Many Turkish officials — long re- 
sented the dominating ways of the Ger- 
mans, and have blamed them for the 
lack of food’ and other supplies in Tur- 
key, as well as the reverses sustained 
by the Turkish arms. Germany promised 
assistance to the Turks in the Palestine 
and Mesopotamia campaigns, where the 
British forces have been consistently 
defeating the Turks. In neither case 
has the German pledge of aid been ful- 
filled and the Turks are known to be 
indignant as a result. 

The strained relations between Turkey 
and Bul igaria, which recently resulted 
in armed conflict, according to report, 
—— caused strong anti-German feeling 
in both countries. The Turks.are satis- 
fied that they did not receive fair treat- 
ment in territory when the ace with |: 
Rumania was signed, and e Bulgars 
have much the same feelin Both coun- 
tries are said to realize that they are 
being impoverished by the Germans in. 
the effort to provide food for the Teu- 
tonic soldiers and civil population. 

King Ferdinand of Bulgaria is reported 
to be much worried over his prospects 
at the peace conference at the end of 
the war. He is said to foresee the par- 
titioning of the Balkans,-and to realize’ 
that he is distinctly persona non grata 
with the allied Governments. The King 
is represented as fearing the dismem- 
berment. of his kingdom and as having 
nc little difficulty in keeping under 
control the very strong anti-German 
element with which he had to deal when 
he decided to cast his lot.with Germany. 
This element has lost none: of its 
strength since Bulgaria’s entrance into 
the war, according to information reach- 
ing the State Department, and, in fact,.

GUARD LABOR RECRUITING. 


Departmer’ Announces Restrictions 
Imposed Upon Employers. 


Specigl to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, July 30.—The Depart- 
ment of Labor today announced the con- 
ditions under which war manufacturing 
concerns with field forces for recruiting 
labor-may use these forces for: recruit- 
ing unskilled labor after Thursday next, 
Aug. 1. . Representatives of a number of 
the chief war industries will confer on 
that day with officials of the Govern- 
ment Employment Service respecting the 
continued operations of their recruiting 

organizations. 

The general restrictions announced as 
being applicable to the use of private re- 
cruiting forces are: 

Private recruiting will be under the 
full control and direction of the State 
Director of the United States Employ- 
ment Service for the State in which the 
recruiting is done. 

No permission for the use of private 
recruiting forces will be granted except 
upon recommendation of the Director 
General of the Employment Service or 
the State Director for the State where 
the men are to be used. The recom- 
mendation will pe givén provided the 
men cannot be secured locally and, in 


the judgment of the State Director, there 
is serious need of additional labor. 

Labor can be moved from one State 
to another or within a State only on 
the authorization of the State Director 
of the Employment Service for the State 
where the movement originates. 

-A report of every man moved shall be 
filed with the United States Employ- 
ment Service in the recruiting district 
from which he is moved. 

All men so moved will be credited on 
the quota required to-be furnished by 
the recruiting district from which they 
are secured.

PETROGRAD, June 15, (Associated 
Press.)—Refugees from the Russian 
provinces occupied by Teuton troops 
bring reports of constantly growing 
hatred among the peasants for the Ger- 
mans.

President Accused by Frankfurter 
Zeitung of Gross Materialiem 
In His Motives.

THH HAGUD, July 29.—Nothing has 
come of Japanese intervention in Siberia 
up to date, the Frankfurter Zeitung as- 
serts, .because President Wilson stated 
that intervention could only take place if 
the Bolsheviki and the Allies assisted 
and if Japan prdédmised to evacuate the 
territory afterward. The paper says 
that from a democratic viewpoint these 
demands seemed only natural, but that 
in reality gross materialism and strong 
business instinct were concealed behind 
the American idealism. 

President Wilson, who ‘“ persecuted 
Bolshevism in America with all the 
weapons of the law,’’ has little sym- 
pathy for the Bolsheviki in Russia, the 
Zeitung says, and his assumed sym- 
pathy was only for the Russian market 
and to hinder Japan from gaining 
power in Hast Asia. Japan, as an Hast 
Asiatic power, is only interested in 
Asiatic policy, it is set forth, so that 
she is only interested in intervention for 
overthrowing the Bolsheviki and the 
formation of a new east front against 
Germany if she thus acquires power. 


Alleged Aims in China. 


Her military aim lies not far from 
Irkutsh, the Zeitung says, but although 
Japan would welcome territory in 
Asiatic Russia it is not essentia) to her 
Pehief interest, which is China. When 
two neighbors hear of a mutual menace, 
the paper continues, it is only natural 
that they form-a military league, and 
Japan and China have heard so much of 
the military menace of Germany via 
Siberia, that their Buropean-American 
friends cannot misinterpret it if they 
take the initiative in a Japanese-Chinege 
military convention, 

The meaning of this pact, however, 
should not be overestimated, the paper 
says. It emphasizes the hatred of the 
Japanese in China, and argues that 
Japan merely wishes to assure herself 
of economic advantages there by the 
convention, especially by concessions in 
the iron ore district and control of the 
Chinese armaments and army, as well 
as the Eastern Railroad in North Man- 
churia, which belongs to Russia. . 

Thanks to the convention, the ‘paper 
asserts, Japan now seems to be in a 
fair way to achieve her aims. It says 
that news of the convention awakened 
considerable concern throughout the 
world, but Washington was outraged 
that Japan and China had not consulted 
the Allies and that the. feeling of dis- 
trust increased when it was learned 
that Japan had obtained valuable min- 
ing concessions.

In Such Facilities for Army.

FEDERAL TAX PROPOSALS. 

Earlier appearances that’ the House 
Committee on Ways and Means was 
hopelessly wédded to its unsound and 
funpopular original tax proposals are 
giving way to signs of sanity and 
moderation. The committee has: not 
yet seen its way to distinguish be- 
tween excess profits and war profits. 
It adheres to its original plan of 
measuring the excess profits tax by 
invested capital, but it has increased 
the exemption, and moderated the 
maximum tax. Public utilities whose 
rates are fixed by regulation are to 
be made a special exception to the 
minimum of 10 per cent. on. net in- 
come of corporations with capital 
exceeding $200,000, and there is pend- 
ing a proposal that the maxintum 
shall not exceed 60 per cent. of the 
net income. The " occupational tax 
on salaries in excess: of $6,000 is 
repealed, and ‘corporations and part- 
nerships are put upon an equality. 
The income supertax schedule is still 
unsettled, but the normal tax is like- 
ly to be 10 per cent. Miscellaneous 
and luxury taxes are next on the 
schedule. : 

The procedure is still leisurely con-

“dise.” The merchants of that year 
formally drafted and proposed a bill, 
which that Congress passed gnly in a 
much reduced form. A broader sales 
tax was passed by the next Congress, 
and was collected until 1870. It will 
be interesting to remark to what ex- 
tent tax history will repeat itself now. 

The House prefers to harass wealth 
rather than to raise revenue, esteem- 
ing that a sure road to popularity. 
Wealth does not dare to say a word 
in defense, lest a worse thing should 
happen to it. But trade is as free 
in objecting to new taxes as in pro⸗ 
posing revival of old taxes. An ex- 
ample is the proposal to levy an ex- 
cess tax on undistributed -profits. 
In many cases undistributed. profits 
are not in cash or distributable form. 
In times like these great additions to 
plant are necessary if production’ is 
to be maintained, and production is 
as necessary as taxes, In fact, pro- 
duction is more necessary than taxes, 
for tax deficits can be made good at 
one time or another and in one way 
or another, but there is no. remedy 
for deficiency. in production. The 
trade view is that it would be better 
to enake allowance for investment 
and depreciation rather than to tax 
with discrimination against invest- 
ment in. the means of. production. 
There is no objection to excess profits 
taxes if the production necessary to 
profits is not hindered. But there 
can be little increase’ of production 
without increase of. plant, and in- 
crease of plant is made expensive if 
there is a discriminating tax on un- 
distributed profits. 








HINTZE BEGINS. 

Admiral von HintTzz’s first per- 
formance as German Minister - of 
Foreign. Affairs ‘ ‘ greatly pleases the 
Pan Germans,” and will: tickle every- 
body With the smallest. sense of hu- 
mor. The occasion was a banquet to 
that noble exile, -ABBAs Hiumi II., 
formerly Khédtve of Egypt, whom 
the Minister saluted “as the rightful 


“ruler of Egypt, to whom that coun-{ 


“try owed its prosperity.” There is 
nothing better than that in “ Alice in 
Wonderland.” How the fellaheen 
would thrive if the Germans could 
bring about his restoration! He has 
the natural hatred-of an- Oriental 
ruler to honest British administra- 
tion. That hatred was embittered by 
Lord KITCHENER’s conveyance to the 
State of the management. of the fat 
Egyptian’ religious trusts, where the 
Khédive’s well-known scrupulous hon- 
esty and absence of avarice had had 
full swing. It was not the English, 
but a native tribunal that punished 
dishonesty of the Khédive’s 
agents in the administration of the 
property of Prince SEIFEDDIN, a 
member of the Khédival family. How 
could such a man, a regular money- 
leech, the ruin of his relatives and his 
friends, get along with KrrcHENER 
and CROMER? He became the rep- 
resentative of the enemies of Brit- 
ish occupation, a strange prop of the 
Egyptian Nationalists, a focus of for- 
eign intrigue. 

He was deposed for more than 
cause. It is a curious piece of min- 
gied gaucherie and impudence to trot 
out this discredited and corrupt per- 
sonage as a friend of freedom.

Some of 
the regulars and guardsmen had seen 
service. on the Mexican border, and 
perhaps in the case of the regulars 
in Chihuahta with General PrRsHING; 
and it must be understood that there 
was a go00d ' deal of half-trained ma- 
terial in the rdnks when these troops 
disembarked in France. To acquit 
themselves as well as seasoned French 
soldiers ‘in contact with specially 
trained German units was a per- 
formance of which the American peo- 
ple may justly be proud. 

After six months of war, what may 
not be expected of American troops 
in the shock of battle? Exultation, 
however, is not in order. Over- 
confidence must be: guarded against. 
The fact is, America’ has just begun 
to fight. Her soldiers have‘given the 
enemy only a touch of their quality. 
There will be reverses as well as suc- 
cesses, periods of gloom as well as 
periods of elation; and not until there 
are 2,000,000, American fighting men 
in the line, and more in reserve, can 
the Allies count with confidence upon

must on no account despise.. Ambas- 
sador SHARP said, in a speech at a 
dfiner given dn honor of High Com- 
missioner “AnpRge Tarpiev in Paris’ on 
Monday: night:

RELATIONS WITH MEXICO. 

Recent news from Mexico indicates 
growing appreciation there of our Gov- 
ernment’s friendship and its désire to 
help the Mexican people. Bandits who 
cross the boundary and attack ranches 
in Texas are now pursued and punished 
by President CaRRANZa’s army. Last 
week General PERALDI and his forces 
rescued: from ‘a party of these out- 
laws two Americans whom they were 
holding for ransom. Six of the ban- 
dits, their leader, FELIPE Musquiz, in- 
cluded, were. put to death: ‘Some 
months. ago there was formal protest 
against the pursuit of such marauders 
by our soldiers in.

The new 
director of the Government. : daily 
paper, Luis Rosas, appointed by the 
President, is known to be heartily in 
sympathy with the United States and 
other foes of Germany. CaRRANZA 
has created a commission: to consider 
the claims of Americans and other for-

step that has’ been taken shows that 
the claims are not to be ignored.

And the fine houses of 
Ch&teau-Thierry were not occupied, it 
must be remembered, by rough German 
soldiers, but by. the flower of German

preserved, neither the outrages nor the 
abominations can be ascribed to “ the 
criminals who are to be found among 
every people.’’

Oxford and Cambridge gave thousands 
of their undergraduates the first year 
of the war. Thousands’of these young 
men, who represented the flower, of 
England, shed their blood in France. 
That was part of the price that England 
paid in‘helping to stem the invasion of 
tho world, for in. that first ‘ small, con- 
temptible little, army,”’ which did such 
superply efficient work, she lost nearly 
every officer and.man. 

It was stated in the ‘House of Com- 

mons on Jan. 14, 1918, by the Minister 
of the ,National Service that in the 
“ provision of men-for the armed forces 
of the Crown:’" the Empire had contrib-

. Britain has fought on-as many: as 
seventeen fronts. Her troops have been 
to: the fore in Belgium, France, Serbia, 
Greece, Russia, Palestine, Mesopotamia, 
China, and East and Southwest Africa, 
and these’ are only. the principal thea- 
tres of the war. Had it not been for her 
timely aid in massing her troops at 
these various: fronts and thus support- 
ing the helpless:and the smaller nations, 
exhausted by internal dissensions, they 
would have been wiped out of existence, 
and Germany would have’ been. the 
conqueror of the world! 

Many times it .has.been stated that 
England has spared her home army. by 
putting her colonial: regiments in the 
foreground at.the front. As a matter 
of fact, to save the men of her provinces 
and . colonies, comparatively small in 
nuygiber, they ‘were distributed through- 
out the regular. army and given full 
credit, and glory for all their achieve- 
ments. 

At the present time there are 5,000,000 
British women working for their country 
in its hour of need. Thousands are ém- 
ployed in Government work and others 
in making munitions, who never had 
worked in their lives before. They are
